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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-10, 17-29 and 36-38 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art teaches the apparatus and method for distributed control of the 
electrical appliance having the plug and the load and two power carrying conductors connecting 
the plug to the load, comprising means for transmitting status information from the interface 
elements to the power control elements by imposition of electrical signals onto the two power 
carrying conductors, wherein the electrical signals comprise the adjustable duration deadzone at 
the zero crossing of the sinusoidal excitation as claimed in independent claims 1, 17, 20 and 36.
